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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
an optical transmission fiber (OTF) having a chromatic dispersion of +4 to +10 
ps/nm/km at the 1550 nm wavelength and installed in a relay section; and a module 
made of a dispersion compensating optical fiber (DCF) having a chromatic dispersion 
(GD) of -40 ps/nm/km or less and a dispersion slope of -0.10 ps/(sq. nm)/km or less at 
the 1550 nm wavelength, wherein said DCF has a length that is sufficient to 
substantially compensate the CD of said OTF at the 1550 nm wavelength and loss of 
said module at the 1550 nm wavelength is not more than 0.035 dB per unit kilometer of 
said OTF in combination with the rest of claim 1 for the reasons stated by Applicant in 
the Remarks section filed 9/2/04. 

It is noted that the claim 1 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
an optical transmission fiber (OTF) including a chromatic dispersion of +4 to +10 
ps/nm/km at the 1550 nm wavelength and installed in a relay section; and a module 
made of a dispersion compensating optical fiber (DCF) having a chromatic dispersion 
(CD) of -40 ps/nm/km or less and a dispersion slope of -0.10 ps/(sq. nm)/km or less at 
the 1550 nm wavelength; a transmitter; and a receiver, wherein said DCF has a length 
that is sufficient to substantially compensate the CD of said OTF at the 1550 nm 
wavelength and loss of said module at the 1550 nm wavelength is not more than 0.035 
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dB per unit kilometer of said OTF in combination with the rest of claim 6 for the reasons 
stated by Applicant in the Remarks section filed 9/2/04, 

It is noted that the claim 6 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
an optical transmission fiber (OTF) including a chromatic dispersion of +4 to +10 
ps/nm/km at the 1550 nm wavelength and installed in a relay section; and a module 
made of a dispersion compensating optical fiber (DCF) having a chromatic dispersion 
(CD) of -40 ps/nm/km or less and a dispersion slope of -0.10 ps/(sq. nm)/km or less at 
the 1550 nm wavelength; wherein an average CD of the optical transmission line is not 

less than -2 ps/nm/km and not more than 2 ps/nm/km from 1 .5 pm to 1 .6 pm inclusive 

in combination with the rest of claim 9 for the reasons stated by Applicant in the 
Remarks section filed 9/2/04. 

It is noted that the claim 9 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim.
